WHERE in the Parliament begonne and holden at Weſtminſter , the firſt daye of Darch, tn - 
the ſeuenth yeare of the Raygne of our deare@t bzother Kyng Edward the Sixt, and there continued till 
the laſt day of the came month of Darch. Jt is there relited by one acte of Parliament, then 6 there made 
tntituled an act reuituing a Statute made in the xvi yeare of our molt noble pzogenitoz , king Edward the 
fourth , amongett other thinges it was then ozdeyned and enacted by aucthozitieof the ſame Parlya- 
ment, that no perſon ſhould cary oz make to be cariedout of this Kealme oz Wales, from no part of the 
ſame, any manner of moneye of the cotgne of this Realme, noz money of the coine ofother realmes, lides, 
oz Lozdſhippes, noz plate, veflell, bullion 0z Juell of gold, garniſhed oz vngarniſhed, oz of Diluer withoute 
the kinges licence , but fuche perſous as be diſpenſed with tn the tatute made in the ſecond yeare of our 
molt noble pzogenitoz king Penry the Sixte , andother diuerſe Statutes made vpon paineof felonye- 
Che which eſtatute and ozdinance ſo made in the time of our ſaid moſt noble pzogenitoz King Edward the 
fourth.was made to endure from the feaſt of Eafter in the rviit. yeare of the ſaid King Edward the fourth, 
vnto thend of ſeauen yeares then next enſuing, which caid eſkatute and ozdinaunce ſo befoze rehearſed. by 
aucthozitie of Parliament, holden in the fourth yere of the late king of famous memozy , Yenry the De- 
' uenth , was confirmed 6 eſtabliſhed 'to be good 3 effectuall fromthe feaſt of the purificationof our Lady in 
the yeare of our lozde God a thouſand foure hundzeth, foure ſcoze and nine, to thend and terme of twenty 
yeares then next enfuinge , as by the ſame Statute alſo moze plainely appeareth. And where alſo at the 
ſaid Parl:a nent holden at Weſtminſter, in the Deuenth yeare of our ſaid deareſt bzothers reigne , itis 
enacted by aucthozitte of Parlia:nent, that the ſaid eſtatute 4 ozdinaunce befoze rehearſed , made in the 
rvii.xereolour molt noble pzogenitoz king Edward the fourth, and euery clauſe, article, ſentence oz pzout- 
ſion therein conteined, is by authszitie thereof confirmed and enacted, to be good geffectuall from the firlt 
day of Way then next enſuing, and to endure bnto thendof twenty pere then next following. As by the 
' ſaidact made in the ſeuenth yere of our ſayd deareſt bzothers Raygne playnely appeareth. 

NEVERTHELES vpon good and reaſonable conſiderations vs mouing, we be pleaſed and con- 
tented, that from and after the pablication of this our Pzoclamation, it ſhalbe lawfull vato all notozious 
Warchauntes, andall and euery other perſon andperſonnes paſling by our ſpecall lycence out of this 
realme, into any outwarde parties beyond the Deas, tocarye with them foz they; reaſonable coltes and 
expenſes, the comme of foure poundes of any money currcant within this Realme, oz bnder and not 
aboue , 02 an? Rynges 0z Dignettes of golde oz Spluer bpon they: fyngers, without anye loſle of lyfe, 
landes 03 goodes, oz any other payne, fozfeyture, impzyſonment, 02 penaltie tobe to them oz any of them 
fo; the came. Che layde eſtatutes 0z any other Statute,ozdenaunce oz lawe heretoloze made to the contra» 
rie in any wyſe notwithſtandyng. Er hoc ſub periculo incumbearti oullatcaus omitratis,
